To Get Pay Raise 

An Increase of $2 in the minimum 
pay of local election board officials, 
f:om $5 to $7, has been authorized 
by the Montgomery County Board 
of Elections, composed of County 
Commissioners Fred C. Peters, Pos- 
ter C. Ki'.:esa3S and Raymond K. 
Mensch. 

Recent legal requirements have 
considerably lengthened the work- 
ing day of # election officials by 
obliging them* to return ballot boxes, 
return sheets, etc. to the Court 
House as soon as their count is 
completed. 

The County Board of Elections 
a'so felt that the conduct of elec 
lions could be further improved as 
a result of such a step. 

In addition to the minimum 
compensation, Judges.
